Paris, Nov . 10 UP)—The Big 
Three and Turkey joined up in a 
four-pow'er declaration today tha t 
they would set up an allied Mid­ 
dle E ast command, despite Arab 
objections. 
The statem ent said the U. S,, 
Britain, France and Turkey had 
decided to go ahead with the 
M id-East allied defense organiza­ 
tion because “defense of the Mid­ 
dle East is v ital to the free world 
and its defense against outside 
aggression can be secured only by 
cooperation 
of 
all 
Interested 
states.” 
Some Arab states hav e said 
they are unwilling to join any 
allied defense in the M id-East, 
and hav e insisted that the Arab 
bloc of states themselv es could 
prov ide adequate defense for tha t 
area against possible Communist 
aggression. 
Sev en delegations from A rab 
states to the United Nations Gen­ 
eral Assembly called a meeting to­ 
day to consider the defense role 
of the Middle East. 
It was a 
closed meeting and there wras no 
indication that an announcement 
would be made. 
To Be Center 
The four-power declaration said 
the 
Middle 
E ast 
Command 
(MEC) is “intended to be the cen­ 
ter of cooperativ e efforts for de­ 
fense of the area as a whole. 
Achiev ement of peace and secur­ 
ity in that area through the MEC 
will bring with it social and eco­ 
nomic adv ancem ent.” 
The four powers added that one 
of MEC’s functions would be to 
assist and support “the states 
willing to join in the defense of 
the Middle E ast and to dev elop 
the capacity of each to play its 
proper role in the defense of the 
areas as a whole against outside 
aggression.” 
“It will not,” added the state­ 
ment, “interfere in problems and 
disputes arising within the area.” 
This part of the statem ent was 
construed to be a reassurance to 
Egypt tha t the Middle E ast com­ 
m and would play no part 
in

Cabinet Resigns 
Damascus, Syria, Nov . 10 UP)

resignation of his cabinet today. 
The western powers m eantim e 
spread the word officially in the 
Arab world that they mean to 
go ahead with it. 
El Hakeem told a news confer­ 
ence his gov ernm ent fell as the 
result of a statem ent Oct. 23 by 
Foreign M inister Faydhi Bey El 
Atassi opposing the defense proj­ 
ect. The retiring prem ier said the 
i statem ent was inconsistent wdth 
I tho policy of his gov ernment. 
El Hakeem said he found the 
! defense proposals of the U. S., 
I Britain, France and Turkey a 
I golden opportunity for the A rab 
nations to strengthen them selv es 
against aggression and he be­ 
liev ed Syria would benefit by en­ 
dorsing them. 
He also told 
reporters 
tha t 
while he fully supports Egypt’s 
national aspirations—to get rid 
of British control in the Suez and 
1 the Sudan—he believ es the Egyp­ 
tians should hav e consulted other 
Arab countries before rejecting 
the w estern defense proposals. 
El Hakeem said the Arabs had 
lost m any opportunities before 
and he did not want to see Syria 
lose another when he was in 
power. 
Dispatches published in Cairo 
two days ago reported El H a­ 
keem ’s gov ernment had resigned 
under 
pressure of 
the 
Syrian 
people but he said the resigna­ 
tion had been subm itted officially 
to President Hashem El Atassi 
only today. 
Outside his news conference, 
crowds m arching to Gov ernment 
House and Parliam ent denounced 
the defense project and “agents” 
prom oting it. The dem onstration 
stopped business activ ity.

o f business sagged painfully . Go o d films 
seemed an increasing rarity . 
But tho se who tho ught the time had co me 
to start cho o sing pallbearers hav e been co n­ 
fo unded by the ev ents o f recent mo nths. 
The bo x o ffice has picked up sharply . Ho lly ­ 
wo o d, reco gnizing the threat to its ex istence, 
has po ured energy and talent into pictures 
with a determinatio n seldo m matched in its 
erratic histo ry . And, in dazzling successio n, 
many o f these films hav e wo n high critical 
acclaim. 
In the ex perts’ judgment, it is this new 
stress o n quality that has turned the tide. 
Careful scanning o f the bo x -o ffice figures 
sho ws the mo v ie-go er ex ercising ex treme 
selectiv ity . The go o d o nes he suppo rts with 
impulsiv e v igo r, lo ng lines o utside the big 
metro po litan theatres attest to *that. The 
turkey s he lets die a lo neso me death. 
Telev isio n has had so mething o f the im­ 
pact o n mo v ies that the latter had o n the 
legitimate theatre. The films destro y ed the 
market fo r run-o f-mine stage fare. Why see 
a play fo r a few do llars when y o u co uld see 
a picture just abo ut as go o d fo r fo rty o r 
fifty cents? 
TV, with its great spate o f studio dramas 
and its almo st embarrassing emphasis o n 
o ld films, is slicing away at the market fo r 
“ B” pictures. The family that wants an ev e­ 
ning o f merely passable dramatic entertain­ 
ment do esn’t need to budge fro m the ho use. 
But the thirst fo r to p-grade cinema appar­ 
ently has nev er really abated. In the dra­ 
matic mirro ring o f life, in the creatio n o f 
light-hearted fancy , the films can o ccupy a 
unique place. 
WTith unsurpassed technical 
facilities, with abundant reso urces, with 
cameras that can range the face o f the earth, 
the mo v ies are equipped to co ntribute to art 
and entertainment in their o wn special way . 
To o o ften in the past the film-makers hav e 
sadly under-estimated the increasingly dis­ 
criminate nature o f their audience. To o 
o ften they hav e measured their task nar­ 
ro wly , in terms o f superficial entertainment 
ro utinely and unimaginativ ely o ffered. 
The recent ruh o f ex cellent pictures raises 
ho pes that, under the spur o f TV co mpeti­ 
tio n, they are at last o ut to make the mo st 
o f their rich po tential. In the end, there may 
be so mething like a merger o r co mpro mise 
with TV. But a co ntinuance o f present 
trends will at least assure that this will be 
a meeting o f equals, the mo v ies are no t 
go ing to y ield by default so lo ng as quality 
is their insignia.

DUMP THE TAX’ COLLECTORS 
On e of 
the great econ omic misfortun es of 
Europe has been the multiply in g of customs bar­ 
riers which preven t good s from movin g from where 
they are mad e to where they are n eed ed . 
They 
used to have such station s in Chin a to collect the 
likin , a tax which has play ed a great part in Chin a s 
ruin . 
Now, we are gettin g such barriers in man y 
parts of the Un ited States. 
Often they are d is­ 
guised as protection s again st germs or somethin g, 
but wherever they ex ist, their purpose is to keep j 
good s of on e state from movin g in to an other. They 
are in terstate tariff bureaus. 
The great econ omic stren gth of the Un ited 
States heretofore was a result of free commun ica- ! 
tion s, of the free movemen t of American good s 
from the Atlan tic to the Pacific, from Main e to 
Tex as 
Recen tly , in Massachusetts, a citizen , Ray mon d 
S. Red field , on ce presid en t of the Sprin gfield Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, was actually charged with the 
crime of purchasin g eight carton s of cigarettes, two 
gallon s of win e an d a quart of gin Thompson ville, 
which is just over the Massachusetts lin e in Con ­ 
n ecticut. 
Also, his car was seized . 
The court 
threw the case out, but iI can happen again .* 
Accord in g to Red field . he was in a town called 
Lon gmead ow cn busin ess an d when he was on his 
way home, he wen t to Thompson ville an d mad e the 
purchases. 
The state of Massachusetts had spies 
on han d who d eman d ed to see the Con n ecticut pur­ 
chases. 
Sprin gfield in Massachusetts is the gen eral m ar­ 
ketin g city for resid en ts of that area, which in ­ 
clud es town s in Con n ecticut, an d it is n ow possible 
that that state will en ter upon a war of reprisal 
all alon g the bord er, seizin g good s purchased in 
Massachusetts. 
It is said that Massachusetts is 
d oin g this sort of thin g on its liord ers, which af­ 
fects Rhod e Islan d , Con n ecticut, New Hampshire, 
New York an d Vermon t. 
It could turn New En g­ 
lan d in to a Balkan ized region . 
*New Hampshire caught Massachusetts agen ts 
who were spy in g on Massachusetts citizen s an d or­ 
d ered them out of the state. 
This is n ot a question of states rights; it is a 
question as to whether we live in the Un ited States 
of America. 
Suppose a citizen is on a trip from, 
let us say , New York to Yellowston e, to see Amer­ 
ica first. 
Let us say that he stocks up with food , 
d rin k, cigarettes an d campin g equipmen t. 
Will he 
have to pay a customs d uty every time he crosses 
a state lin e? 
Or suppose he buy s In d ian blan kets 
an d toy totem poles in Yellowston e, will he have 
to pay customs d uties every tim^ he crosses a state 
lin e? 
May be the A.A.A. will issue an in terstate 
tariff sched ule to help its tourin g members. 
Our lives are becomin g in creasin gly an d un ­ 
pleasan tly complicated as various agen cies of the 
fed eral, state an d mun icipal govern men ts require 
more mon ey . 
American s are becomin g in volved in 
bookkeepin g processes which are a n uisan ce an d , 
so far as housewives are con cern ed , become bur­ 
d en some because they are n either train ed n or 
equipped to han d le these chores. 
Small busin esses 
are un able to carry the person n el n ecessary to d o 
all the paper work in volved in fillin g out forms an d 
coverin g the my riad s of tax es. 
They ad d to their 
ex pen ses by hirin g accoun tan ts an d lawy ers to d o 
it for them. 
When states erect barriers again st their own 
citizen s an d other American s, they are pursuin g a 
harmful course, on e, curiously , which was amon g 
the prin cipal causes of the Fren ch revolution . The 
octroi was such an in tern al reven ue tax which 
broke the backs of the Fren ch people. 
An American ought to be free to buy an d sell 
an y where in the Un ited States. 
It is true that the 
automobile makes it possible for a citizen s in on e 
state to make purchases in an other, an d there is 
n othin g wron g about that. 
The great shops in 
New York would d ie of starvation if citizen s of 
New' Jersey an d Con n ecticut, to say n othin g of 
Pen n sy lvan ia an d even Massachusetts, were for­ 
bid d en to purchase here.

HIGH BLOOD PR ESSU R E 
While the actual cause ot high blood pressure 
is un kn own , the American H eart Association has 
research workers in various parts of the coun try 
givin g their whole time to this importan t subject. 
High blood pressure is respon sible for more cases 
of d isability an d d eath than an y other on e d isease. 
If, then , the actual cause is un kn own but a 
method or method s of con trollin g high blood press­ 
ure are kn own , then these method s can preven t 
sy mptoms an d save lives in the mean time. As a 
m atter of fact, there is n o cure for d iabetes but a 
method of con trollin g it is kn own ; as lon g as the 
d iabetic follows his d iet an d , if n ecessary , takes 
en ough in sulin , he will be free of sy mptoms an d 
may live as lon g as if he were n ot a d iabetic. 
Similarly witn pern icious an emia, a d isease that 
is alway s tatal un less the. method ot con trollin g it 
is used , that is, liver an d liver ex tract. 
In their bulletin , The American Heart, the 
American Heart Association presen ts a Progress 
Report on Blood Vessel Stud y -by Dr. Hen ry A. 
Schroed er, Associate Professor of Med icin e, Wash­ 
in gton Un iversity School of Med icin e, St. Louis. 
While the outlook for preven tion an d cure of 
high blood pressure is n ot at presen t en couragin g, 
Dr. Schroed er d escribed the outlook for a practical 
method of con trollin g high blood pressure as ex ­ 
cellen t. 
The method con sists of some d rug which must be 
taken d aily , either by mouth or in jection in a man ­ 
n er similar to takin g in sulin to con trol d iabetes an d 
liver an d liver ex tract to con trol pern icipus an emia. 
Liver an d liver ex tract in crease the n umber of red 
corpuscles in the blood an d in crease the amoun t 
of haemoglobin (iron ) in these red corpuscles. 
In the preven tion of high blood pressure, an im­ 
portan t poin t is the femoval of in fection or in fec­ 
tion s, such as the removal of an in fected kid n ey , 
correction or preven tion of overweight, removal of 
mechan ical obstruction s or tufn ors an d use of psy ­ 
chotherapy (helpin g the patien t to con trol the emo­ 
tion s). Emotion al d isturban ces ten se n erves an d 
blood vessels, thus stretchin g the elastic muscle tis­ 
sue in the walls of the blood vessels. Like an y elastic 
tissue which is put on con tin uous stretch, some of 
the elasticity is lost an d replaced by hard fibrous 
tissue. Pumpin g blood through hard en ed blood ves­ 
sels raises the blood pressure.

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QUALITY COUNTS MOST 
When radio came in, the prophets foresaw 
the quick demise of the phonograph record­ 
ing industry. But they were wrong. The 
record business soared to new peaks, far 
outdistancing the moderate pre-radio levels. 
Television’s 
arrival 
produced 
similar 
glum forecasts of the death of motion 
pictures. 
Who would get out the car, 
drive downtown or to a neighborhood cen­ 
ter, hupt for a parking spot and go to a 
movie when he co^ild put his slippered feet 
up on a hassock and be entertained without 
leaving his living room? 
For a* good while, it looked like there 
would be much more substance to the movie­ 
makers’ fears. Cinema theatres closed by 
the dozens across the country. The volume 
of business sagged painfully. Good films 
seemed an increasing rarity. 
But those who thought the time had come 
to start choosing pallbearers have been con­ 
founded by the events of recent months. 
The box office has picked up sharply. Holly­ 
wood, recognizing the threat to its existence, 
has poured energy and talent into pictures 
with a determination seldom matched in its 
erratic history. And, in dazzling succession, 
many of these films have won high critical 
acclaim. 
In the experts’ judgment, it is this new 
stress on quality that has turned the tide. 
Careful scanning of the box-office figures 
shows the movie-goer exercising extreme 
selectivity. The good ones he supports with 
impulsive vigor, long lines outside the big 
metropolitan theatres attest to that. The 
turkeys he lets die a lonesome death. 
Television has had something of the im­ 
pact on movies that the latter had on the 
legitimate theatre. The films destroyed the 
market for run-of-mine stage fare. Why see 
a play for a few dollars when you could see 
a picture just about as good for forty or 
fifty cents? 
TV, with its great spate of studio dramas 
and its almost embarrassing emphasis on 
old films, is slicing away at the market for 
“B” pictures. The family that wants an eve­ 
ning of merely passable dramatic entertain­ 
ment doesn’t need to budge from the house. 
But the thirst for top-grade cinema appar­ 
ently has never really abated. In the dra­ 
matic mirroring of life, in the creation of 
light-hearted fancy, the films can occupy a 
unique place. W’ith unsurpassed technical 
facilities, with abundant resources, with 
caderas that can range the face of the earth, 
the movies are equipped to contribute to art 
and entertainment in their own special way. 
Too often in the past the film-makers have 
sadly under-estimated the increasingly dis­ 
criminate nature of their audience. Too 
often they have measured their task nar­ 
rowly, in terms of superficial entertainment 
routinely and unimaginatively offered. 
The recent ruh of excellent pictures raises 
hopes that, under the spur of TV competi­ 
tion, they are at last out to make the most 
of their rich potential. In the end, there may 
be something like a merger or compromise 
with TV. But a continuance of present 
trends will at least assure that this will be 
a meeting of equals, the movies are not 
going to yield by default so long as quality 
is their insignia.

D U M P THE TAX' COLLECTORS 
One of the great 
economic misfortunes of 
Europe has been the multiplying ot customs bar­ 
riers which prevent goods from moving from where 
they are made to where they are needed. 
They 
used to have such stations in China to collect the 
likin, a tax which has played a great part in Chinas 
ruin. 
Now, we are getting such barriers in many 
parts of the United States. 
Often they are dis­ 
guised as protections against germs or something, 
but wherever they exist, their purpose is to keep 
goods of one state from moving into another. They 
are interstate tariff bureaus. 
The great economic strength cf the United 
States heretofore was a result of free communica­ 
tions, of the free movement of American goods 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, from Maine to 
Texas 
Recently, in Massachusetts, a citizen. Raymond 
S. Redfield, once president of the Springfield Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, w'as actually charged with the 
crime ot purchasing eight cartons of cigarettes, two 
gallons of wine and a quart of gin Thompsonville, 
which is just over the Massachusetts line in Con­ 
necticut. 
Also, his car was seized. 
The court 
threw the case out, but ii can happen again.* 
According to Redfield, he was in a town called 
Longmeadow en business and when he was on his 
way home, he went to Thompsonville and made the 
purchases. 
The state ot Massachusetts had spies 
on hand wrho demanded to see the Connecticut pur­ 
chases. 
Springfield in Massachusetts is the general m ar­ 
keting city tor residents of that area, which in­ 
cludes towns in Connecticut, and it is now possible 
that that state will enter upon a war of reprisal 
all along the border, seizing goods purchased in 
Massachusetts. 
It is said that Massachusetts is 
doing this sort of thing on its liorders, which af­ 
fects Rhode Island, Connecticut, New Hampshire, 
New York and Vermont. 
It could turn New Eng­ 
land into a Balkanized region. 
#New Hampshire caught Massachusetts agents 
who were spying on Massachusetts citizens and or­ 
dered them out of the state. 
This is not a question of states rights; it is a 
question as to whether we live in the United States 
of America. 
Suppose a citizen is on a trip from, 
let us say, New York to Yellowstone, to see Amer­ 
ica first. 
Let us say that he stocks up with food, 
drink, cigarettes and camping equipment. 
Will he 
have to pay a customs duty every time he crosses 
a state line? 
Or suppose he buys Indian blankets 
and toy totem poles in Yellowstone, will he have 
to pay customs duties every tim** he crosses a state 
line? 
Maybe the A.A.A. will issue an interstate 
tariff schedule to help its touring members. 
Our lives are becoming increasingly and un­ 
pleasantly complicated as various agencies of the 
federal, state and municipal governments require 
more money. 
Americans are becoming involved in 
bookkeeping processes which are a nuisance and, 
so far as housewives are concerned, become bur­ 
densome because they arc neither trained nor 
equipped to handle these chores. 
Small businesses 
are unable to carry the personnel necessary to do 
all the paper work involved in filling out forms and 
covering the myriads of taxes. 
They add to their 
expenses by hiring accountants and lawyers to do 
it for them. 
When states erect barriers against their own 
citizens and other Americans, they are pursuing a 
harmful course, one, curiously, which was among 
the principal causes of the French revolution. The 
octroi was such an internal revenue tax which 
broke the backs of the French people. 
An American ought to be free to buy and sell 
anywhere in the United States. 
It is true that tho 
automobile makes it possible for a citizens in one 
state to make purchases in another, and there is 
nothing wrong about that. 
The great shops in 
New York w'ould die of starvation if citizens of 
New Jersey and Connecticut, to say nothing of 
Pennsylvania and even Massachusetts, were for­ 
bidden to purchase here. 
I do not know the Chi­ 
cago market as well. hut I should imagine that the 
shops there get a goodly business from Indiana and 
Wisconsin. 
The time is fast coming when an American 
citizen will w’ondor whether he is a free man in a 
free country or is a hounded creature run by a 
flock of tax-grabbing politicians who find a law to 
use against their superiors. 
We once had a tea 
party in Boston over taxes. 
We might, with good 
season, have a few of them in many p arts'of th^* 
country, dumping the tax-collectors instead of the 
lea.

HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 
While the actual cause of high blood pressure 
is unknown, the American Heart Association has 
research workers in various parts of the country 
giving their whole time to this important subject. 
High blood pressure is responsible for more cases 
of disability and death than any other one disease. 
If, then, the actual cause is unknown but a 
method or methods of controlling high blood press­ 
ure are known, then these methods can prevent 
symptoms and save lives in the meantime. As a 
m atter of tact, there is no cure for diabetes but a 
method of controlling it is known; as long as the 
diabetic follows his dict and, if necessary, takes 
enough insulin, he will be free of symptoms and 
may live as long as it he were not a diabetic. 
Similarly witn pernicious anemia, a disease that 
is always fatal unless the. method ol controlling it 
is used, that is, liver and liver extract. 
In their bulletin, The American Heart, the 
American Heart Association presents a Progress 
Report on Blood Vessel Study by Dr. Henry A. 
Schroeder, Associate Professor of Medicine, Wash­ 
ington University School of Medicine, St. Louis. 
While the outlook for prevention and cure of 
high blood pressure is not at present encouraging, 
Dr. Schroeder described the outlook lor a practical 
method of controlling high blood pressure as ex­ 
cellent. 
The method consists of some drug which must be 
taken daily, either by mouth or injection in a man­ 
ner similar to taking insulin to control diabetes and 
liver and liver extract to control pernicious ane mia. 
Liver and liver extract increase the number of red 
corpuscles in the blood and increase the amount 
of haemoglobin lironi in these red corpuscles. 
In the prevention of high blood pressure, an im­ 
portant point is the Removal of infection or infec­ 
tions, such as the removal of an infected kidney, 
correction or prevention of overweight, removal ol 
mechanical obstructions or tufnors and use ot psy­ 
chotherapy (helping the patient to control the emo­ 
tions!. Emotional disturbances tense nerves and 
blood vessels, thus stretching the elastic muscle tis­ 
sue in the walls of the blood vessels. Like any elastic 
tissue which is put on continuous stretch, some of 
the elasticity is lost and replaced by hard fibrous 
tissue. Pumping blood through hardened blood ves­ 
sels raises the blood pressure.

and the President, the paramount 
question in everyone’s mind was 
whether Ike and Harry had dis­ 
cussed politics at their lunch. 
Neither of 
them 
dropped so 
much as a hint of what they dis­ 
cussed at their private, face-to- 
face meeting. However, the Pres­ 
ident 
frequently 
gives 
himself 
away by his moods. When he is 
pleased by the shaping of events, 
he is jovial, 
relaxed, 
informal. 
When he is displeased. Truman 
is 
somber, 
quiet, 
down-to-busi- 
ness. 
At 
this 
conference. 
Truman 
was 
definitely 
dovvn-to-husiness. 
Since 
the 
European 
picture 
is 
actually looking brighter, it prob­ 
ably wasn't the cause of his som­ 
ber mood. Instead. Truman gave 
the impression that he was dis­ 
turbed over something that had 
passed between him and Eisen­ 
hower. Several of those present 
couldn’t help hut wonder whether 
Ike had disclosed he planned to 
run on the GOP ticket. 
The meeting convened in the 
cabinet room, and started with 
the usual pleasantries. President 
Truman lieckoned Eisenhower to 
the seat Vice President Barkley 
usually occupies. 
‘‘You sit here where Mr. Bark­ 
ley 
usually 
sits,” 
directed 
the 
President. 
“That is a pretty good job.” 
grinned Ike. 
This was taken as a 
subtle 
crack 
at 
Ike’s 
alleged 
White 
House ambitions, and got a laugh 
from the group. 
Except 
for this brief banter, 
however, the meeting was right 
to the point and lasted less than 
an. hour. It was chiefly a general 
summary of the talks that had 
been going on in the pentagon 
earlier that day. 
Eisenhower presented his case 


in general terms. He outlined his 1 
plan for building a minute-man 
force by the end of 1952, rather 
than continuing the present, long- 
range, European mobilization pro­ 
gram not scheduled for comple­ 
tion till the end of 1952. In ex­ 
plaining the need for a change 
Eisenhower dwelt chiefly on his 
needs in Europe and the lagging 
military 
shipments 
from 
this 
country. 
European military pro­ 
duction is far behind schedule, he 
reported, and our North Atlantic 
allies are using our retarded ship­ 
ments as an excuse not to meet 
their own commitments. 
R e a s o n s f o r Delay 
Tho secretaries and chiefs of 
staff of the army, navy and air 
force replied to Eisenhower, each 
explaining 
why 
his 
particular 
service was too short of equip­ 
ment to spare more for him. The 
general explanation was that our 
own military p r o d u c t i o n has 
bogged down — due to crippling 
strikes, shortage of machine tools, 
and too much strategic material 
going into civilian production. 
When Eisenhower pleaded for 
more air power, Secretary for Air 
Einletter pointed out the trouble 
negotiating European 
bases, ex­ 
plained tho bottleneck in jet pro­ 
duction 
at 
home, and declared 
flatly that Korea must have first 
priority. 
However, Secretary of 
the 
Navy 
Kimball 
thought 
he 
might l)e able to spare one marine 
air wing for Europe. 
Eisenhower 
also 
complained 
that an armored division had been 
promised 
him, 
hut 
still 
hadn’t 
been shipped. Secretary of the 
Army Pare and Chief of Staff 
Collins replied bluntly that they 
don't have certain tv prs of equip­ 
ment to spare. 
Only 
conflict 
at 
the 
White 
House meeting occured between 
Eisenhower and Chief Mobilizer 
Charles E. Wilson, and it was 
minor. 
Eisenhower 
kept 
emphasizing 
the vital need of getting equip­ 
ment 
to 
Europe 
before 
next 
spring, and in this connection re­ 
marked: “The greatest danger to 
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oratory eighty-eight years ago at Gettys­ 
burg. Now the hope in Lincoln’s words has 
world-wide meaning.

aired. Here are some that came 
up: 
Most

This, however, would be a stop­ 
gap plan to hold the fort until 
Europe could mobilize fully. 
Whereas we have been talking 
in forms of 60 divisions in Europe 
by the end of 1954, Eisenhower 
talked in terms of 20 divisions by 
the end of 1952. He plans to have 
16 divisions by the end of January 
and he indicated that he could 
organize and train 30 divisions by 
the end of ’52—if he could get the 
equipment. 
Eisenhower’s 
biggest 
problem 
has been getting Europe’s own 
military production rolling. Rea­ 
son is that the North Atlantic 
countries prefer to manufacture 
civilian goods and bolster their 
civilian 
economies. 
There 
is 
a 
growing attitude in Europe that 
we are not doing Europe any fav­ 
or by sending military aid, but 
are only preparing our own de­ 
fenses 
by 
making 
Europe 
the 
front line. 
Hints also came to the surface 
of a controversy between Eisen­ 
hower, the military commander, 
and Harriman, the new civilian 
administrator, over who should 
allocate the military aid. Neither 
one relishes taking the responsi­ 
bility for saying which country 
gets how much. 
Consensus of the chiefs of staff 
seems to favor Eisenhower’s plan 
for a speedup, though no formal 
decisions were made. This means 
we would be stripping our home 
defense in order to give Europe 
the second priority on both man­ 
power 
and 
equipment. 
Korea 
w'ould continue to get first priori­ 
ty. In other words, it looks as if 
Eisenhower won his ease. 
Eisenhower Merry-Go-Round 
The nation's top newsmen, who 
covered 
General 
Eisenhower’s 
visit, were red-faced over his un­ 
expected stop-over in New York 
city before taking off for Europe. 
They had already written that he 
was winging his way across the 
Atlantic when he suddenly showed 
up 
at

Field, so his wife could pick up

tulips 
or 
hyacinths. 
The 
fleshy scales which comprise them, 
however, instead of being tightly 
compacted are somewhat loosely 
attached to the central stalk. 
Although many gardeners plant 
their lily bulbs in spring and oh- 
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tain good results, in general it is 
better to set them out in the fall 
after the plants have lost their 
leaves and stems, and the resting 
period has begun. Fall planting 
gives the bulbs time to grow new 
roots and become wrell established 
before they send up their flower­ 
ing stalks the next summer. 
Because the bulbs of tulips and 
hyacinths 
are 
generally 
lifted 
after blooming to make way for 
annuals, it has often been thought 
that lilies, too, should be lifted 
after their foliage dies down in 
autumn. However, once the lily is 
doing well it is wisest to leave it 
alone, except for removing the 
young bulbs to another spot when 
they begin to crowd around the 
purent bulb too closely. 
Place for the Bulbs 
All forms of bulbs are means 
Tor storing moisture to help the 
plant persist in a dry climate or 
a locality where there is a long 
dry or dorm ant season. 
Conse­ 
quently it would seem to be a 
prim ary rule to give the bulbs an 
exceedingly 
well-drained 
situa­ 
tion, in order to approxim ate the 
conditions of their native habi­ 
tats. 
In a wet climate this would 
call for a slope where there can 
be no problem of standing water. 
It has long been my observa­ 
tion' that plants remain healthy 
when they are grown under con­ 
ditions that are right for them as

soil, degree of sun or shade, type

Lilies do best in a neutral soil, ; 
one that is neither too acid nor j 
'to o alkaline. The gardener should 
make sure that it is light and 
friable, in addition to being fairly 
rich in humus. 
Kneeling on the ground with a 
i trowel in one hand and a bulb in 
the other, the beginner with lilies 
wonders how deeply to plant. E. 
H. Wilson, the great lily author­ 
ity, gave the rule that still holds 
and that applies to all but a few 
species. That is to place the bulb 
with its top as far below the sur­ 
face of the soil as twice its depth. 
In other words, if a bulb is two 
inches high, its top should be four 
inches below the surface. If it is 
planted a little too shallowly it

A notable exception to Wilson’s

Eddie Gottlieb, the portly maestro of the Philadelphia W arriors 
of the National Basketball Association, praised the late Carl Husta 
as “one of the greatest play ers in basketball history as a competitor, 
personality and sportsman.” 
The man who brought the Philadelphia Sphas to Kingston many 
times in the era of Cy Kaselman, Red W olfe, Moe Goldman, Shiky 
Gotthofer and Inky Lautman, said CarPs untimely passing was a 
tremendous loss to the game of basketball. 
Strangely enough, although Carl started and finished his pro­ 
fessional career in Kingston, local fans nev er saw him at his absolute 
peak. H e reached the zenith of his career with the fabulous Clev e­ 
land Rosenblums and the latter day Original Celtics. W ith those 
tw o clubs, the hard-driv ing Husta was one of professional basket-1 
ball’s all-time greats. 


Joe Lapchick, the famous Celtic center who later coached college, 
ball and now is pilot of the New York Knickerbockers of the NBA, i 
expressed regret that present day fans didn’t get a chance to see 
Husta at his peak. 
“The news ot Carl’s death is indeed shocking,” said Lapchick. 
“He alway s was one of the gam e’s finest class fellows. As a play er 
he had few equals and Was easily the game’s greatest plunger. It is 
too bad that fans of today could not see the Blonde Buster at his 
peak.” 
Nat Ho lman, the impeccable all-timer o f the Original Celtics 
and co ach at CCNY fo r three decades, had earlier lauded Husta 
as o ne o f the natio n’s basketball greats. He described Carl as a 
giant amo ng play ers because o f his uncanny wizardry . 
So mewhere between the tributes o f Lapchick and Ho lman y o u 
strike the happy medium that describes Husta’s lo fty stature in 
pro basketball histo ry . He was a co mparativ ely small man as 
basketball play ers w*ent, but he was so lidly put to gether and had 
amazing v itality . It was an inspiring sight to watch him munch- 
. ing o n the inev itable rubber mo uth piece which he alway s wo re, , 
glistening with ho nest sweat and “ taking charge” ev ery mo ment 
he was o n the flo o r. Basketball greatness did no t co me naturally 
to him. He earned it by persev erance, plugging and determina­ 
tio n. 
His brother, Mickey , who was a couple of y ears older than Carl, 
contrary to popular belief, said it as a group of C arl’s friends 
assembled in the funeral home. 
“He (Carl) did ev ery thing hard. He reached stardom the hard way 
and gav e out ev ery m inute he was on the floor.” 
One who had had the pleasure o f play ing baseball and go lf 
with Husta recalled many pleasant mo ments with the great star. 
His technique o n the go lf co urse was inimitable. The fo urso mes 
that included Carl, Ro y Vo gt, J o e Kwasney , Ralph E. Gardner 
ami an o ccasio nal fifth wheel were o ften hilario us trav esties o n 
the sanctimo nio us atmo sphere that perv ade so me go lf co ures. 
The play ers clo wned aro und, whistled, talked and dro pped clubs 
while play ers were in the act o f putting o r driv ing. In sho rt, 
v io lated ev ery rule in the bo o k. Yet, ev ery bo dy had a swell time 
and the sco res were alway s upper class.

Eddie Gottlieb, the portly maestro of the Philadelphia Warriors 
of the National Basketball Association, praised the late Carl Husta 
as “one of the greatest players in basketball history as a competitor, 
personality and sportsman/’ 
The man who brought the Philadelphia Sphas to Kingston many 
times in the era of Cy Kaselman, Red Wolfe, Moe Goldman, Shiky 
Gotthofer and Inky Lautman, said Carl's untimely passing was a 
tremendous loss to the game of basketball. 
Strangely enough, although Carl started and finished his pro­ 
fessional career in Kingston, local fans never saw him at his absolute 
peak. He reached the zenith of his career with the fabulous Cleve­ 
land Rosenblums and the latter day Original Celtics. W ith those 
two clubs, the hard-driving Husta was one of professional basket­ 
ball’s all-time greats. 
Joe Lapchick, the famous Celtic center who later coached college 
ball and now is pilot of the New York Knickerbockers of the NBA, 
expressed regret that present day fans didn’t get a chance to lee 
Husta at his peak. 
“The news ot Carl’s death is indeed shocking,” said Lapchick. 
“He always was one of the game’s finest class fellows. As a player 
he had few equals and Was easily the game’s greatest plunger. It is 
too bad that fans of today could not see the Blonde Buster at his 
peak.” 
Nat Holman, the impeccable all-timer of the Original Celtics 
and coach at CCNY for three decades, had earlier lauded Husta 
as one of the nstion’s basketball greats. He described Carl as a 
giant among players because of his uncanny wizardry. 
Somewhere between the tributes of Lapchick and Holman you 
strike the happy medium that describes Husta’s lofty stature la 
pro basketball history. He was a comparatively small man as 
basketball players w’ent, but he was solidly put together and had 
amazing vitality. It was an inspiring sight to watch him munch- 
, Ing on the inevitable rubber mouth piece which he always wore, 
glistening with honest sweat and “taking charge** every moment 
he was on the floor. Basketball greatness did not coms naturally 
to him. lie earned it by perseverance, plugging and determina­ 
tion. 
His brother, Mickey, who was a couple of years older than Carl, 
contrary to popular belief, said it as a group of Carl’s friends 
assembled in the funeral home. 
"He (Carli did everything hard. He reached stardom the hard way 
and gave out every minute he was on the floor.” 
One who had had the pleasure of playing baseball and golf 
with Husta recalled many pleasant moments with the great star. 
His technique on the golf course was Inimitable. The foursomes 
that included Carl, Roy Vogt, Joe Kwasney, Ralph E. Gardner 
and an occaiional fifth wheel were often hilarious travesties on 
the sanctimonious atmosphere that pervade some golf coures. 
The players clowned around, whistled, talked and dropped clubs 
while players were in the act of putting or driving. In short, 
violated every rule in the book. Yet, everybody had a swell time 
and the scores were always upper class. 
There was a day in Greenfield, Mass., when Fred Davi brought his 
latter day baseball Colonials into the town the usual late hour. A 
couple of burly motorcycle cops were waiting at the outskirts of the 
town. When they spotted Davi’s “limousine” they charged up to the 
car and blurted: 
"W h e re 
have you guys been?” 
“We had a flat.” Naturally, what else could Davi say. 
The game started and came a Greenfield situation with a man on 
first, none out, late in the contest and the clubs deadlocked at l* t 
The Greenfield player-manager was at the plate. The bunt situation 
was obvious and Carl, who was playing third base, moved up the 
customary few steps. 
The late Joe Brown fired the rocket toward the plate. The Green­ 
field skipper suddenly switched signals and slapped a torrid liner 
past C arls right ear into the left field corner for a game-winning 
double. The shock of the ball whizzing past his ear stopped Husta cold 
in his tracks. 
Years later he would often recall that play. 
“You know,** he used to say, “I had heard about getting a ball 
rammed down your throat at third base but that was the first 
time I had to reach up and feel my ear to make sure that It was 
still there.**

Wiens has been asked to g o to 
Brazil, So uth America, as g eneral 
secretary o f a g ro up o f YMCA’s 
recently o rg anized there.

Sigmund Romberg 
Dies; Wrote Many 
Popular Operettas 


New York, Nov. IO UPI—Com­ 
poser 
Sigmund 
Romberg, 
64, 
whose operettas and songs are 
loved by millions, died last night 
of a cerebral hemorrhage at his 
(Ritz Tower) hotel suite here. 
Romberg wrote such “all-time” 
musical play favorites as ‘The 
Student Prince,” “Desert Song,” 
“Maytime,” 
“Blossomtime” 
and 
“New Moon.” During the past 40 
years he turned out 78 operettas 
and more than 2,000 songs. 
Apparently 
in 
good 
health, 
Romberg arrived in Hew York 
Nov. 3 from his home in Beverly 
Hills, Calif. 
He usually spent his 
winters in the east before em­ 
barking on concert tours in the 
spring. 
His body was found on the 
bathroom floor by his wife, Lillian 
Harris Romberg, whom he m ar­ 
ried in 1925. Before he collapsed, 
she said, her husband had not 
complained of feeling ill. 
Romberg always called his mu­ 
sic “middle brow—music too low­ 
brow for a symphony conductor 
and too highbrow for a jazz con­ 
ductor.” 
His music has a mass appeal, 
being replete with melodic love 
songs and romantic themes. 
Other Famous Works 
Other of his famous operettas 
are “Sinbad,” “Her Soldier Boy” 
and “The Blue Paradise,” the lat­ 
ter containing the waltz, “Auf 
Wiedersehn.” 
He

“Rosalie” for Florenz Ziegfeld. 
Born 
in 
Hungary, 
Romberg 
come to the U. S. in 1909. 
Two 
years later he published his first 
song, “Memories.” 
A 
musical 
prodigy, Romberg 
studied violin at the age of 7, the 
piano at 8. In a few years he had 
mastered almost every orchestral 
instrument. 
He was the son of a chemical 
manufacturer who also was an 
amateur pianist. His mother was 
a novelist who used the pen name 
of Clara Berg. 
With the coming of talking pic­ 
tures, Romberg spent a great deal 
of time in Hollywood. His film 
scores included “Girl of the Gold­ 
en West,” “Up in Central Park” 
and adaptations of a number of 
his Broadway musical hits. 
Romberg is survived by his wife 
and a brother, Hugo, who resides 
in Los Angeles.

had no children.

The metal industries are the 
most likely to raise prices under 
the Capehart amendment, busi­ 
nessmen figure, since the acute 
scarcity of copper, lead, aluminum 
and many steel products make it 
possible to raise prices without

customers.

ment curbs on production of civil­ 
ian goods using metal could mean 
that shortages will show up some 
time next year. 
In the soft goods field, the 
Capehart amendment may have 
passed Congress, but it could still 
run into a veto—from the house­ 
wife.
